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Survey Reveals No Deaths On College Gridirons For First Time In 11 Years 


SANDLOT PLAY 
ACCOUNTS FOR 


5 FATALITIES 


Detroit, Dec. 30 (AP)—Not a 


death attributed to football occurred 
in the nation's ranks of 65.690 col- 
lege players during the 1941 season. 


It was the first year in an 11-year 


period that no collegian sacrificed 
his life, either directly or indirectly, 
because of the gridiron game. 


Tliis cheerful report was present- 


ed to the join meeting today of the 
Amercan Football Coaches associa- 
tion and National Collegiate Athletic 
association by Dr. Floyd B. East- 
wood, of Purdue university. 


Eastwood's report disclosed that 


although there were no fatalities 
among the collegians, a slight in- 
crease in deaths occurred among so- 
called "sand lot" athletic club play^ 
ers which brought to 14 the total 
numbeTDf fatalities in all classifica- 
tions of football deaths during the 
year. 
This was compared with a 


'toll of 11 last year and 33 in the 
peak year of 1931 when the survey 
was begun. 


Indirect Causes 


Of the 14 deaths, five occurred 


among "sand lot" players over whom 
there was no medical supervision; 
three at athletic clubs and six in 
high schools. In general, indirect 
causes of deaths were infections and 
heart failure, while major causes of 
direct deaths were cerebral hem- 
orrhages and internal injuries. 


In urging continuation of efforts 


to safeguard the players, Eastwood 
recommended medical examinations 
thorough enough to pick up the 
slightest heart deviations, more re- 
search, to perfect headguards, con- 
tinuation of the liberal substitution 
rule and renewed attention to pre- 
season conditioning in fundamentals.

THE RUBBER SITUATION 


And How It Affects Tires

With the declaration of Avar between the 


United States and the Axis Powers, the long- 
threat ened jlanj[er_of^ our principal sources of 
rubber supply has become an unpleasant reality.

This cheerful report was present­ 
ed to the Join meeting today of the 
Amercan Football Coaches associa­ 
tion and National Collegiate Athletic 
association by Dr. Floyd R. East­ 
wood, of Purdue university. 
Eastwood’s report disclosed that 
although there were no fatalities 
among the collegiaas. a slight in­ 
crease in deaths occurred among so­ 
called “sand lot" athletic club play­ 
ers which brought to 14 the total 
num berer fatalities in all classifica­ 
tions of football deaths during the 
year. 
This was compared with a 
toll of ll last year and 33 in the 
peak year of 1931 when the survey 
was begun. 
Indirect Causes 
Of the 14 deaths, five occurred 
among "sand lot" players over whom 
there was no medical supervision; 
three at athletic clubs and six in 
high KhOOlfl 
causes of deaths were infections and 
heart iaiiure, while major causes ol 
direct deaths were cerebral hem­ 
orrhages and internal injuries.

BRITISH LIST 
4 MINOR RAIDS 


ON SINGAPORE 


[By The Associated Press] 


Singapore, Dec. 30—Japanese in- 


vaders made a strong attack against 
British lines on the Perak front in 
Malaya yesterday but suffered heavy 
losses, a British communique said 
today, with Imperial forces reported 
inflicting casualties at rates as high 
as 40-for-one. 


"Enemy aircraft made four raids 


on Singapore last night," the com- 
munique said. "Some damage was 
done to thatched buildings, which 
set a small petrol store on fire. So 
far, only four casualties have been 
reported." 


Only in the Perak fighting did the 


British report any notable land ac- 
tivity. Elsewhere the situation was 
described as unchanged. 


Jap Losses Heavy 


British forces were reported to 


be inflicting casualties at rates as 
high as 40-to-one, even while yield- 
ing fresh ground about Ipoh, a tin 
mining center 290 miles northwest 
of Singapore. 


Anti-aircraft batteries at Singa- 


pore and on the mainland nearby 
put up heavy barrages against the 
Ja'panese night raiders. The flights 
were intermittent. 


"Enemy aircraft made a further 


raid on Kuantan yesterday, causing 
no damage or casualties," the com- 
munique also said. 


A railway station occupied by a 


large labor force, in an area not of-v 
ficially identified, also was attacked 
by Japanese airmen, it was said, the 
laborers behaving "with great calm- 
ness." 


Allied aircraft were reported to 


have carried out a number of recon- 
naissances yesterday. 


Occupy New Defenses 


(London dispatches said the Brit- 


ish had withdrawn from Ipoh itself 
after demolishing -strategic prop- 
erties, manning new defense lines 
to the south between the mountains 
and the sea to escape a threatening 
pincer movement from the north 
and southwest. 


(The 
withdrawal was described 


by an informed British source as 
necessary because of the "limited 
resources in men and material at 
present at our disposal.") 


A manifesto of the Chinese Com- 


munist party, until recently pro- 
scribed throughout Malaya, was re- 
ported by Reuters to have called 
upon adherents to "turn each street, 
lane, mine, village and rubber es- 
tate into a bulwark for the defense 
of our land." 


In the same vein, the sultan of 


the rich rubber producing state of 
Negri Sembilan called upon all his 
people to fight "to destroy the com- 
imon enemy." The battle zone is 
still 100 miles above Negri Sem- 
bilan's northern frontier.

British forces were reported to 
be inflicting casualties at rates as 
high as 40-to-one, even while yield­ 
ing fresh ground about Ipoh, a tin 
mining center 290 miles northwest 
of Singapore.

ernor James' .rejection of- a bi- 
partisan leglslatice committee's pro- 
posed remedy for the congressional 
renpportionment h e a d a c h e to- 
day in . his own words placed the 
ticklish political problem just about 
where It was when the legislature 
gave up last July. 


"A call for a special session (of 


the legislature) under the terms of 
the report would renew the same 
factional battles .which blocked re- 
apportionment last summer," pro- 
nounced the governor after studying 
the report in writing which he had 
requested from the committee. 


"We had hoped for • a ; peaceful 


solution but the report clearly indi- 
cates that the fight is still on." 


Committee Avoids Details 


The 
committee 
announced 
a 


couple of weeks ago it had reached 
a general agreement, and James 
asked for it in writing. The outline 
of the accord was submitted last 
night, but the committee did not 
go into details. One Democrat, Rep. 
William L. Shaffer of Allegheny, 
dissented. 


The ten-man group was created 


when the assembly deadlocked on 
a plan to reduce the number of con- 
gressional districts from 34 to 33, 
as required after the 1940 census.
